We have visited the county jail, 
and find it splendidly kept, and we 
think, from talking with the pris­ 
oners and our own personal obser­ 
vations, that 
the prisoners are 
supplied with a sufficient amount 
of good and wholesome food, and 
are being well treated and cared for 
by our very efficient sheriff, and 
his jailer and deputy, Lewis Reed. 
We especially commend our eiti 
zens who were summoned before 
our body for their prompt and 
punctual attendance, and we appre­ 
ciate and commend the prompt 
action and vigilant servicss of our 
bailiffs, who have aided much in 
the dispacth of business before our 
body.
